G.S.R. 320(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7, 8 and 43 
of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, 
namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Fourth Amendment) 
Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of September, 1982. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933 for the proviso to rule 112, the 
following proviso shall be substituted, namely :—■ 

“Provided that the amount of commission payable on a Family Allotment 
Money Order booked by an Army Record Office, shall be calculated 
at 3,25 per cent of the total amount of the Family Allotment Money 
Orders booked and making such calculations the commission shall 
be in multiples of 5 paise.”
